Condemning critics who maintain 


that modern youth Is the worst the 
world has ever known, M. G. Clark, 
valley scout executive, in an address 
at a father and son banquet In the 
parlors of the Baptist church Tues- 
day evening defended youth, holding 
that It Is modern environment that 
is bad. The banquet was given in 
observance of the twenty-first anni- 
versary of scouting in America. 


Declaring that age old standards 


used in comparing boys are unfair 
and unjust, the speaker traced the 
changing trends of life during the 
last two or three decades. 


"The world has changed so rapidly 


in the past 25 to 30 years that to 
consider work with boys in light 
of conditions when our fathers were 
boys is unjust," Mr. Clark said. 


"Conditions today compared with 


those of yesterday are as day is to 
night, and failure to take this into 
account is to miss the situation en- 
tirely. The trouble with critics to- 
day is that they have forgotten the 
days of their own youth. 


"We are living in a pretty fast 


world, and youngsters of today face 
strenuous tests of character. Critics 


forget that they were not faced with 
these handicaps." 


Describes Growth 


In outlining the various rights of 


a boy, Mr. Clark pointed out that 
every youngster has the right to be 
well born. Ho applied the growth 
of a youngster with that of plant 
life, and compared a boy who has 
been brought into the world to drift 
for himself, with that of a plant 
which has been left to go to seed. 


"In every field of industry, em- 


ployers are seeking skilled workers, 
yet any man can bring children into 
the world to spoil, or rear properly," 
he said. "Too many boys are left 
to 'go to seed' and that's one of the 
reasons why critics • are 
scorning 


modern youth." 


The speaker also stated that ev- 


ery child has the right to a good 
home. He quoted Frank Cheley, au- 
thor of boy's books: 'Home is a gar- 
den that fully meets the physical, 
mental, moral and spiritual needs of 
the growing child as such needs de- 
velop, and a place where rearing 
and adequate training is given so 
that children may become indepen- 
dent, self propelled social "beings." 


"A child expects his home to be 


more than a boarding house, or mu- 
seum of relics and antiques," Mr. 
Clark said. "Too many homes are 
closed to youngsters today, because 
parents are more concerned about 
the well being of their so-called 
'priceless antiques.' " 


Right of Education 


Mr. Clark also stated that every 


child has the right to demand a good 
education, not only by 
attending 


school but proper character training. 


"One of the biggest trou/ 'es with 


present day schools is tha£rthej are 
more engrossed in teaching subjects 
than training boys and girls," he 
said. "Some schools, however, are

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RAISE THE LOAN VALUE 
The proposed immediate retirement 


'of bonus certificates held by world war 
veterans is opposed by Owen D. 
Young, author of the Young repara- 
tions plan and prominent economist, 
who, testifying before the house ways 
and means committee recently, sug- 
gested as a compromise that an in- 
crease in loans on certificates to cost 
from 300 to 500 million dollars be 
oranted. Mr. Young is a sound think- 
er 
and his views on this question 


should receive every consideration. To 
redeem the 3,500,000 certificates, as 
some senators propose/ would cost the 
government $3,500,000,000. A loan of- 
such proportions probably would have 
to be floated at a higher interest rate' 
than now prevails, and even then there 
is no assurance of its success, for we 
have had no experience with bond sales 
of such magnitude in peace time. 


Furthermore, such a loan would, no _ 


doubt, depress the securities market ^ 
materially; seriously disturb our whole 
economic structure and retard recov- 
ery from the present depression. "It is, 
true that for a few months it might 
stimulate business, but after this mqn- 
ev is gone there would be an economic 
"headache", probably followed by an- 


- other general depression, with higher 


taxes in the bargain, for when one bor- 
rows money it must be paid back. 


Only about 25 per cent of the war 


veterans are in need of immediate aid, 
government officials estimate. Could 
not this assistance be extended by rais- 
ing the loan value of each certificate 
to between 40 and 50 per cent instead 
of 22*4 as at present? The average 
certificate now has a loan value of 
$225; if this were raised to 40 per cent 
the value would be $400 or $505 if in- 
creased to 50 per cent. This ought to 
carry the veterans through the pres- 
ent emergency and still give them 
something to look forward to in 1945 
Tvhen the certificates are redeemed. 
Everyone wants to see needy ex-ser- 
vice men properly taken care of, but 
let us be sensible and find <i. way to do 
it, without adding unnecessarily to our 
present troubles. 


The sinking fund created to pay the 


bonus now totals $625,000,000, which 
would take care of the loans if they 
-were limited to 40 or 50 per cent, thus 
obviating the necessity of a bond is- 
sue, for not every certificate holder 
would want to borrow money. In fact, 
the loans should be confined exclusive- 
ly to those in actual distress and not 
be offered to those regularly employed 
or who are in comparatively easy cir- 
cumstances.

THE POSTOFFICE BIDS 


Use of stone for exterior construc- 


tion of the new federal building in Ap- 
pleton is practically assured by the 
construction proposals opened by the 
Treasury department in Washington 
Monday afternoon. 
The proposals 


submitted to the government proved 
beyond all doubt that civic leaders here 
-were correct in-their assumption-that 
aa alT stone building could be erected 
within the $195,000 limit fixed by the 
appropriation. 


It is not likely that an all-stone struc- 


ture would have been considered for 
Appleton but for the intervention "jbf 
Appleton-businessmen whertit was an- 
nounced that bids would tie soughfaon- 
ly on a.' brick building" with -a stone- 
facade and stone trim. Evidence was, 
produced to convince the government" 
not only that stone would be .more "in 
harmony with other public and quasi- 
public buildings here and-more com- 
patible with the dignity of. the federal- 
government, but also that the appro- 
priation provided would He sufficient" 
to pay-the extra "cost of_ stone.

former if the contract price was with- 
in the $195,000 limit.

Tells How To Reach Fish 


In Out-Of-Way Places

I have just received a letter from 


a young business man of Milwaukee 
who states that he and two com- 
panions contemplate a rather exten- 
sive fishing- trip this coming June. 
He writes that 
they want to get 


away from the traveled thorough- 
fares as much as possible; and that 
they desire a variety of waters 
where they can angle for trout to 
their hearts' content. My reply to 
him should be of interest to others 
who like this incomparable sport, 
therefore I am drawing on it for 
this article. 


In writing my series of -nhere-to- 


go sketches for the coming season, 
which I began a few weeks ago, I 
first took up trout fishing because

If one has a cause for which he can 
fight he has a source of power with- 
in himself that is a never-failing 
inspiration; a limitless life force that 
increases by its own fre, flame feed- 
ing flame. To live richly, to grow 
to full stature, one must have an 
enthusiasm for life, for people, for 
the struggle and the victory of hu- 
manity. Lincoln has all of that. He 
was just that. A spirit on fire with 
love of his kind. 
It was no sentimental feeling he 


had for humanity. Nobody knew 
better than he our weaknesses, our 
secret failings, our gropings for fin- 
er things. He covered all our trans- 
gressions with a mantle of tolerance 
sweet charity, smiling humor. He 
was most of all the friend of the 
people. It was this quality of friend- 
liness, patience, tolerance, good will 
—the essence of friendliness, that 
enabled him to work longer, harder, 
more disinterestedly, than most men 
could begin to do. It was his pow- 
er to separate the weaknesses of 
mankind from their strength, from 
their littleness, from their greatness 
and deal directly with them at their 
best, that made him the great lead- 
er of men. 
We have had many 
presidents. 


Some of them great statesmen and 
great leaders, but among them Lin- 
coln towers. He loved us, under- 
stood us and was patient with our 
shortcomings while he steadily led 
us forward to what we could never 
have attained without his steadfast 
faith and endurance. For Lincoln 
suffered as he served. His was 
soul disciplined to suffering. 


Can we teach that to the children 


of this land? Can we teach, them 
to shoulder their burden, to carry 
it with sweet patience, to endure 
and serve for the good of the na- 
tion? If we can we shall succeed 
beyond an peoples of the earth. If 
was the spirit of the man who was 
born in the log cabin that count- 
ed, not the rest.

LINCOLN'S LIFE AT 


KIWANISMKTiNG 


Lawrence College Propessor 


Is Speaker on Lincoln Day 
Program 


Menasha — If Abraham Lincoln 


had not been president of the United 
States, he would undoubtedly have 
been preeminent in some other field, 
Dr. J. B. MacHarg, professor of 
American history at Lawrence col- 
lege, told the Menasha Kiwanis club 
at the luncheon meeting in the 
Memorial building Tuesday noon. 
MaeHarg, who is making an inten- 
sive study of the life of Lincoln, was 
the principal speaker on the club's 
Lincoln day program. 


He sketched the early life of the 


Great Emancipator, telling of the 
English tipper middle class stock 
from which he descended. Although 
living in rough and newly pioneered 
surroundings, Lincoln 
was 
char- 


acterized by independence and initia- 
tive and began takins steps toward 
self-education when 
still compar- 


atively young1, MacHarg pointed out. 
He was an unusually big man, both 
physically and mentally, he said. 


After moving to Springfield, Lin- 


coln made further additions to his 
education, developing eloquence and 
clear thinking 
that 
distinguished 


him in the community. Continuing 
his study of literature and law, his 
speeches were characterized by sin- 
cerity, eloquence and truth that im- 
pressed his hearers. 


Oustauding Integrity 


Lincoln made his opportunities, 


but integrity was the 
outstanding 


trait throughout his career, Mac- 
Harg stated. While in Washington 
he was a master of men but a ser- 
vant of the nation. As a man of 
letters, his achievements in that 
field alone vvould have brought him 
distinction, he said. 


"In his passion to preserve the 


union he was an apostle of human- 
ity and the first two sentences of his 
Gettysburg address express what he 
meant to preserve. He was a man 
of faith, with intense religious con- 
victions and firm helief in divine 
gudance." 


The professor lauded the motion 


picture "Abraham Lincoln" for its 
portrayal of the human side of Lin- 
coln's life, .but attacked recent pub- 
lications which attempted to shadow 
the character of the great American.

gerous age for pedestrians crossing 
the streets is not childhood but be- 
gins at 45. 


This is the testimony of 
nine 


months automobile traffic killings 
in Detroit as analyzed and 
made 


public today by Adelbeir Ford, prof- 
essor of psychology at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 


The golden age for escaping autos 


is from 15 to 24, when all the fac- 
ulties seem keenest. Counting that 
period as 1, Professor Ford finds the 
second best age is 25-44, when 4.6 
as many persons are killed. 


Third rank the babies up to 5, 


with 10.7 times as many killings; 
fourth the school children of 5 to 14 
with 17.2. 


Then come the 45 to 64-year-olds 


with ~22.5 deaths. Lastly there is a 
terrific jump to the most fearful of 
all pedestrian death rates, those of 
65 up, who rate 87.2. 


The reason for the elders, who are 


so free with their advice to young- 
sters, failing to profit by it, may be 
due, says the Ford analysis, to the 
following factors: 


1—Decrease in muscular ability. 
2—Increase in body weight and de- 


crease in speed of movement. 


3—Preservation of traffic habits 


from the days when automobiles 
were not a hazard. 


4—Impairment of sensory acuity. 
5—A variety of senile effects on 


mentality. 


C—Mental 
abstraction 
(absent 


mindedness). 


"It is probable," 
says Professor 


Ford, "that the average human be- 
ing fails to realize the degree to 
which the above factors come on as 


age advances and therefore retains 
certain protective 
mechanisms' in 


the form of youthful attitudes and 
conceits which are made necessarj 
by fears of social stigmas against 
old age. 


"Most people dread to admit the 


inescapable consequences of growing 
older. 


"In view of the fact that the age 


limit has been discussed as a selec- 
tion factor in employment, it may 
be that equally important facts arc 
procurable in tho hazardous ocupa- 
tions of industry and that the recent 
tendency to set age limits for certain 
jobs is justified."

credit unless and until the British 
government for India a..nounces a. 
determination to suspend its pres- 
ent policy." 


This suspension said the report, 


"involves a question of great emer- 
gency, and it is hoped that the pres- 
ident, through diplomatic conversa- 
tion and discussions, may speedily 
bring about its "consummation.." 


The silver loan to China was pro- 


posed, as "an additional and special 
remedy for the depressed condition 
of our commerce-with China." 


Advancing silver to China for in- 


ternal developments to be approv- 
ed by those supplying silver,.would 


vbring about, the report. held, pacifi- 
cation and prosperity of China and 
an. Increase in her commerce, with 
this and other countries.

.."If we can aid China, in. her inter- 
nal development," the committee re- 
ported, "and furnish her people with 
employment, they will for years fur- 
nish^us a market for a large portion 
of. our surplus production; It was 
testified before our subcommittee by 
exports-1' who know China and its 
"customs that with the pacification 
and-revivification of China our entire 
•wheat surplus would be consumed." 


"The proposal to lend China two 


or three hundred million ounces of 
silver has met some objections," it 
continued.

BETIREJOAD BONDS 


Appropriations Made Only to 


Assist in Building Inter- 
State Roads 


Madison—W)—"Financial aid 
for 


highways", Sen. Cashman \vrotc "Is 
provided by Congress to assist In 
building1 tho principal Inter-state 
roads and such aid Is limited to a 
system Including not more than 7 
per cent of the total road mileage oC 
each state. In "Wisconsin this results 
in a Federal Aid System of 5,600 
miles. Federal aid cannot bo used to 
retire highways bonds even though 
the money derived from the sale of 
such bonds was used to build roads 
on the Federal System. 


"The federal aid to Wisconsin is 


now practically ?3,000,000 annually. 
To moot this the state must provide 
approximately $-1.500,000 resulting in 
a' total of $7,500,000 annually that 
must be used to construct the feder- 
al system. Tho federal government 
will not provide more than $15,000 
towards the construction of any one 
mile of road. 


"The federal aid highway law re- 


quires that the state be responsible*
